‘The long-awaited traffic lights at 
the intersection of West and Lowell 
Streets in Wilmington have been ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works. (DPW). 

Town Manager Sterling Morris has 
received written notification of the 
approval from the DPW. He said that 
an engineer is now preparing bid 
specifications for the traffic light 
system. 

The lights were a project of Rep. 
James Miceli, who worked with Ray- 
mond Rourke of Lowell, un- 
dersecretary of transportation. 

‘The state had repeatedly denied the 
town’s requests for lights at the in- 
tersection, because of its proximity to 


Street 


access ramps to Route 93. The of- 
ficial reason was that the lights could 
cause a back-up onto the interstate 
highway. 

The intersection is the meeting 
point for traffic coming into 
Wilmington on Route 129 with traffic 
from the industrial area off West 
Street near the Woburn line. Many 
accidents have occurred in the in- 
tersection through the years. 

The town manager declined to es- 
timate how many months would be 
needed to complete the project. He 
did say, though, that the town would 
seek state funding for the stop light 
system.

Grand jury to review
